Paul's Parts manag- 


| er dies in accident

А two-car collision on Marina 
Road (SR 717) Tuesday after- 
noon at 3:25 p.m. took the life 
of a well-known Belle Glade 
тап and left'a Clewiston man 
with head injuries. 

Dead is Gene Redd, 45, of. 
1617 NE Avenue I, Belle Glade. 
Injured is Tracy Bethea, 36 of 
Clewiston. 

According to Belle Glade Sgt. 
Steve Hinton, Mr. Redd was 
headed west on Marina Road in 
his 1980 Mazda pick up truck 
when he was hit by Mr. 
Bethea's 1982 red Corvette. 

Sgt. Hinton said preliminary 
reports show Mr. Bethea failed 
to make a curve and went into 
Mr. Redd's lane. Не would not 
say at this time whether Mr. 


Bethea was speeding. 

Mr. Redd died at the scene. 
Mr. Bethea was taken by Trau- 
ma Hawk to St. Mary's Hospi- 
tal. Both vehicles were totalled 
in the accident. 

Mr. Bethea was in intensive 
care at St. Mary's Hospital 
Wednesday, but a spokesman 
with the hospital said his con- 
dition was stable and he would 
be móved out of intensive care 
on Thursday. 

Gene Redd was the store 
manager for nine years at 
Paul's Parts. 

Store owner Faith Sasser 
said Mr. Redd would be missed 
by everyone who knew him. 

"It was just a tragic, sense-

GGH. opens new 
12-bed OB unit

Baby Javarius Eaddy made 
his entrance into the world at 
7:30 a.m. Tuesday morning, 
oblivious to the excitement 
around him. 

The seven pound,'two ounce 
boy was the first infant born in 
Glades General Hospital's new 
obstetrical unit. 

The 12-bed unit opened Mon- 
day morning despite efforts by 
Evergladés Memorial Hospital 
in Pahokee to stop the opening 
of the new facility. 

Everglades Memorial's attor- 
ney filed a temporary injunc- 
tion to stop the opening last 
Thursday. 

The hospital is also suing the 


“Palm Beach County Health 


Care District and others, say- 
ing the new obstetric unit is a 
duplication of services in the 
Glades and will drive up health 
care costs for local residents. 

Glades General Hospital's 
Administrator Neil Whipkey 
maintains the new О.В, unit is 
an enhancement to the services 
offered in the Glades. 

"Despite Everglades Memori- 
al Hospital's efforts and good 
work the last eight years, addi- 
tional services are still needed,” 
he said. 

“І want tof stress that our 
battle is not with them, and 
their battle is ngt with us,” he 


said, 

Mr. Whipkey said this whole 
issue was a women's health 
care issue, and a minority 
issue. 

Western Palm Beach County 
leads the county in unwed teen 
pregnancy, low birth weight 
babies, lack of prenatal care 
and infant mortality, accoycing 
to a report by the Health and 
Human Services. The report, 
published in December of 1992, 
was compiled in collaboration 
with the Children's Services 
Council and the Birth File Sub- 
Committee. 

"It appears to me that this 
Situation is begging for more 
resources, not less," Whipkey 
said. 

"People here should have a 
choice, just as people on the 
coast have a choice as to where 
to have their babies," Whipkey 
added. 
` GGH plans to offer space to 
operate a prenatal clinic to 
Health and Rehabilitative Ser- 
vices in their doctor's office in 
the South Bay Plaza. Whipkey 
said HRS could use the space 
three days a week. , 

A full-time neonatologist, Dr. 
Zeno, is now working at Glades 
General as well as a full-time 
MD anaestheologist. 

"We're real proud of that," 
Whipkey said: 


Rainfall hampers sugar- 
cane harvesting, but next 
year's prospects look good 


Facing the weakest sugar 
prices in four years, Florida 
sugarcane growers produced 
1.71 million tons of sugar (raw 
value) from 15.35 million tons 
of sugarcane during the 1992- 
93 harvest season, according to 
Andy Rackley, vice president 
and general manage оГ the 
Florida Sugar Cane League. 

In 1989; raw sugar prices 
exceeded 23 cents a pound and 
have traded downward since 
that time. The reasons for the 
drop are strong domestic pro- 
duction and high imports. 

This season's production is a 
slight decrease from the 1991- 
92 season numbers of 1.83 mil- 
lion tons of sugar from 16.11 
million tons of sugarcane. 

"Farmers had some opera- 
tional difficulties this season 
because of rainfall,"said Mr. 
Rackley. “Heavier than normal 
rainfall in the last few months 


of the season resulted in wet 
fields that delayed both hand 
cutting and mechanical har- 
vesting. 

"However, the prospects for 
thé next year's crop look very 
good," Rackley added. 

In spite of the decrease in 
production in Florida, con- 
sumers should not 'expect an 


"increase in the price they pay 


for sugar, primarily because 
carry-over inventories of sugar 


are projected by thé USDA to~ 


be substantially more'than last 
year. These large inventories 
have resulted in lower-returns 
to sugar farmers, yet the latest 
USDA data indicates that the 
consumer коре Гог sugar- 
containing products continues 
to go up, while raw sugar 
prices have declined. 

Sugar farmers averaged 


slightly less in yield per acre

Extension needs your support, now! The Palm 
Beach County Cooperative Extension Services is 
being threatened with a dissection of its pro- 
grams, amounting to a withdrawal of county 
funds for Home Economiés, Environmental Hor- 
ticulture, and Agriculture by the Palm Beach 
County Commissioners. 4-H would be retained 
(hopefully for programs with 'youth at risk") as 
would the Mounts Botanical Garden (already 
privately funded by contributions to the tune of 
$200,000 per year). 

Currerit county support for Extension is $1.2 
million per year, down from $1.4 million in 1990. 
Each of the last three years has seen a reduction 
in the level of county support and this trend is 
continuing. 

The Commissioners want Extension programs 
to be self supporting, that is, to go from public 
supported affordable programs to those that are 
grower user-fee supported. An analogy would be 
like góing from all public schools to all private 
Schools, an extremely expensive proposition for 
you, This would result in income generating pro- 
grams being promoted and/or adopted at the 
expense of clientele and guidance committee 
desired programming. 

The Extension Agents have asked County 
Exténsion Director Clayton Hutcheson to 
express to the Commissioners that fund-raising 
is not the mission of the Cooperative Extension 
Service and that they do not intend to become 
fund raisers. 

The Commissioners have severa! options: 
increase the level of support (they currently 

have NONE of 2 4-H Agent positions filled, 2 of 
4 Home Economics Agents, and NO Livestock/4- 
H Agent); continue current support (inade- 
quate); reduce the level of over-all funding 
again; or eliminate specific programs. 

You should be aware that if the Commission 
pulls the plug on Extension, i.e. refuses to fund 
them at all, the county. willJose $1.2 million in 
matching funds (от Ве ае and another 
$500,000 in grant monies. importantly, all 
Extension services to the county would 
probably be lost.
